About the only marketable food not high 
at present is the potato. 


Butchers to Investigate. 

The jump in meat is so serious that the 
¢irectors of the Chicago Butchers’ as- 
sociation have called a meeting for 
Thursday evening at the Hotel La Sallie 
to discuss the change and appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the causes. Many 
of them are disposed to place the blame 
upon the packers. 

But it is very apparent from the re- 
ceipts of hogs and cattle and the price 
of feeding corn that the packers may look 
back to the farmers. Receipts at the 
stockyards: have lamentably fallen off, 
The packers say there is a scarcity of 
animals for one thing and the farmers 
are holding for a hisher market for 
another.

Its fortress, until 
the investment by the Germans after 
Gravelotte, was known as La Pucelle, 
because it had never, since its establish- 
ment by the Romans, succumbed to an 
enemy.

The French war office, forbidding the 
publication of casualties, admits serious 
losses when the republic's troops occu- 
pied the Vosges pass at Ste. Marie 
Aux Mines, above Colmar. There evi- 
dently has been a battle in the Forest 
of Hardt, near Neu Breisach, in which 
the Germans and 40,000 of their Aus- 
trian allies after their retreat from Col- 
mar checked the French advance. 
Forty-six thousand German soldiers, 
concentrated at Esch in the grand duchy 
of Luxemburg, cross the line into 
France, apparently without opposition.

Holland-America Gcmpany 
Scrutinizes Passengers, 
Fearing to Be Held Up. 


New York, Aug. 11, 2a. m-—The Rotter- 
dam of the Holland-America line sailed 
at 1 o'clock this morning with pas- 
gengers. for Plymouth, Cherbourg, and 
Holland, but with not a soul who looked 
or spoke like a German. The line took 
no chances of being held up by British 
men of war for carrying reservists back 
to the fatherland. A great many were 
turned away. 

The Rotterdam’s pier was guarded in 
every possible way and an air of secrecy 
was thrown over the preparations for 
sailing. Several officials of the line stood 
at the gankplank to scrutinize every 
ticket and passport. No one without a 
ticket was even allowed on board for a 
chat with friends. If a passenger could 
not show he was an American, an Eng- 
lishman, a Frenchman, or a Hollander he 
was held aside, Naturalized Americans 
had to show their papers. 

Chased by Warship. 

Port authorities put into effect more 
rigid enforcement of the neutrality laws 
yesterday almost simultaneously with 
the arrival of the Atlantic transport liner 
Minnetonka with the story that a war- 
ship, nationality not learned, had pursued 
it during the closing hours of its voyage

FRANCE BREAKS 
WITH AUSTRIA 


Holds Presence of Franz 
Josef’s Troops in German 
Empire Is an Act of War. 


PARIS, via London, Aug. 10, it was 
officially announced tonigat that France 
had broken off diplomatic relativas with 
Austria-Hungary. 

The French ambassador at Vienna 
has left the Austrian capital and the 
Austro-Hungarian ambassador at Paris 
received his passports and left Paris to- 
night. 

AUSTRIANS IN GERMANY. 

In announcing the breaking off of re- 
lations with Austria, the French foreign 
office made the following statement: 

“Contrary to assurances given by 
Austria to the French minister of for- 
eign affairs that no Austrian troops were 
taking part in the Franco-German war, 
the French government has ascertained 
beyond any possible doubt that certain 
Austrian troops are at present in Ger- 
many, outside the Austrian frontier. 

“These troops, which have set free 
certain German troops destined to be 
employed in fighting the French, ought 
indubitably de facto and de jure, to be 
considered as acting against France.”

Damage at Antivari Heavy. 

BARI, Italy, via London, Aug. 10.—

barded Antivari, Montenegro, damaging 
the wireless station and the electrical 
works, they directed their fire to the ad- 
jacent hills, in which many Montenegrins 
from the town had sought refuge. 

These refugees returned the fire, where- 
upon the cruisers redoubled their attack 
upon the town and ita suburbs, destroy. 
ing many houses. One cruiser then en- 
tered the port and, resuming the bom- 
bardment, destroyed the maritime sta- 
thon and storehouses. 


Big German Liner Captured? 

New York, Aug. 10 From two sources 
today came «a report to New York that 
the North German Lloyd liner Kronprias 
Wilhelm had been captured by the British 
cruiser Essex and taken to Bermuda ag 
a prise, The liner Narragansett reported 
having heard a wireless message to this 
effect, and the manager of the Royal Mail 
Steam Packet, whose ships run te Ber- 
muda, said he had heard a similar report. 

The report was given some credence 
here in view of the announcement by the 
Canadian government, made at Ottawa 
last- night, that the Essex had advised 
the Bermuda station that it wae bringing 
in a. prize.

GERMANS OUT OF RANGE. 

The German forces, numbering about 
120,000 men, are out of range of the 
Liege guns. They are recuperating 
after their terrible experiences. 

A Brussels dispatch to the Bxrhange 
Telegraph company says among the Ger- 
man losses in the aasault on Liege were 
Prince William of Lippe and his son, 
who were killed. 

It is asserted that the German troops 
are in need of food. Reports from the 
front state that the strong defense put 
up by the Belgians came as a complete 
surprise to the kaiser’s officers and the 
ec Aumissary department. 

The plan had been to oecupy Liege and 
make that city the base of future Ger- 
man operations.

The people of Brussels are extraordine- 
rily watchful against spies.

The governor of Antwerp has issued a 
proclamation warning all German and 
Austrian residents to present themselves 
before the police; refusal to do so will put 
them in danger of being shot as spies. 


ACCUSE GERMANS OF CRUELTY. 

PARIS, Aug. 10.—Stories of German ex- 
cesses are arriving here. After the Ger- 
man troops reached Warsage in the prov- 
ince of Liege, according to people who 
saw their arrival, they assembled all the 
inhabitants and chose fourteen from 
among them. Of these eight are said to 
have been shot and two hanged. 

The mayor was arrested but afterwerd 
liberated by German officers who had 
been his guests the day before. Fearing 
for his life, he fled to Holland. 


MOBS ATTACKED GERMANS. 

BERLIN, Aug. 10.—The Brussels repre 
sentative of the officials news agency 
here telegraphs from Goch that martial 
law was declared in Belgium on Saturday 
and that all Germans have been or- 
dered to leave the country as soon as 
possible. 

The correspondent says that what hap- 
pened in Belgium during the last sey- 
eral days surpasses the imaginabdie.

LISBON, Aug. 5. -[ Delayed. )—Portuga! 
is seething with excitement and out- 
spoken sentiment of antagonism to Ger- 
many is heard on all sides. 

A report received here that Germany 
had sunk two Portuguese gunboats in 
seizing coal at Macao, Portuguese East 
Africa, caused an outburst that required 
prompt governmental action to quell. Au 
of the papers were asked to print diplo. 
matic denials '’ of the report. 

There are about thirty German cargo 
and passenger. boats in the harhor here. 
Today their officers were ordered to take 
up théir anchorage further up the river 
and informed that they would not be per- 
mitted to leave without express permis 
sion. Four Portuguese battleships have 
taken positions at the entfibce of ihe har- 
bor to enforce this rule. 


Demand Union with Britain. 

Citizens are loud in their demands that 
Portugal be united with Engla.d and 
France in the war. Germans here are 
keeping to their’ houses, und when they 

recognized in the streets they are 
greeted with hisses and boos. 

There are about forty Americans 
stranded here, and some of them are in 
scant funds. The American minister, Mr. 
Birch, is now abroad on leave, supposedly 
in Germany. Charge d’Affaires Bailey is 
ill and Consul General Lowry is in charge 
of the situation. 

The Royal Mail ship Alcantara, in today 
from South American ports, was directo’ 
by the English government to refuse ai. 
passengers except English and French. 
No exception to this rule was permitted 
by British Minister Carncgie. 


Stop Export of Foodstuffs. 

The Lisbon government has ordered 
that all exports of foodstuffs from Portu- 
gal cease. At the same time the ministers 
of war and marine have ordered a general 
mobilization of the land and sea forces. 
The streets are filled with soldiers and 
‘enthusiasm runs high. 

Practically all exchange payments are 
stopped by the banks and agencies. Cable 
communication with America and Eng- 
land is at a standstill. The cable rates 
have been increased 150 per cent with no 
guarantee of the messages getting 
through. 

Troops have been posted near the Ger- 
man and Austrian consdiates and the 
ministers are ready for any emergency.

Mr. Howell has had 
twenty years of experience“ with the 
South American trade. 

“The American exporter must be pa- 
tient, polite, and humble,” he said, “if 
he dedires to win any large part of the 
southern trade.

PUBLIC BUYING 
DOLLAR WHEAT 


September Delivery Up to 
984%, Despite Poor Ex- 
port Outlook. 


RAIN BOOST. TO CORN. 


The public has taken a hend in the 
wheat market and buying dor outsiders 
yesterday was mainly responsible for a 
further violent upturn, September wheat 
sold up to 98% cents ‘yesterday, Decem- 
ber to $1.00%, and May to§1.11\. Closing 
prices for the day were 2@2% cents high- 
er. The advance came in the face of a 
report from exporters that the export 
situation was not nearly so bright as the 
trade had been led to believe. 

Several of the leading export houses 
backed up their bearish views of the sit- 
uation by selling wheat futures freely 
early, and there was further selling in 
the pit by eastern exporters. who were 
canceling contracts. However, the offer- 
ings were quickly absorbed on a little 
break early, and in a few minutes prices 
soared to the highest point reached so 
far. At the top price of the day all 
months were up 26@27 cents from the low 
point in June. 

Crops Enhanced 25 Per Cent. 

Based on prevailing quotations the value 
of the wheat crop of the United States 
has been enhanced fully 26 per cent com- 
pared to a few weeks ago, or about $225,-

Buenos Aires Paper Tell How 
to Increase Commerce There 


WARNING UPON BANKS. 


Should Not Be Started Until Con- 
ditions Demand Them. 


‘(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE 
TRIBUNE.) 

Buenos Aires, July 15.—The committee 
of American manufacturers who last vis- 
ited this country has, says La Nacion, 
published a report which has been hand- 
ed to the department of commerce. The 
committee admits that North American 
trade is beaten by that of Great Britain, 
Germany, and other European countries 
which, it asserts, carry on an insidious 
campaign against American interests. 

First, the fact of all banking interests 
being in foreign hands hampers commer- 
cial expansion and from these premises 
it follows that the first essential is to 
establish branches of North American 
banking institutions in this part of the 
world. 


Cart Before the Horse. 

La Nacion remarks that this view is 
tantamount to putting the cart before 
the horse, since before the European 
banks attained their present importance 
commercial relations had grown to such 
an extent as to warrant the foundation 
and expansion of institutions connected 
with the financing of the ever growing 
trade. 

To establish banks before there was 
any interchange of commodities to speak 
of would be a premature move, the 
paper argues, since only by the help of 
general trade can such institutions carry 
on a normal business. From an internal 

int of view the establishment of new 
conmpetitors in the banking world would 
call for concerns dowered with large 
capital and able to offer better facilities 
than existing banks if they were to be 
successful, since they would have to meet 
opposition that could not be worn down 
at once. 


Need Means of Communication.

Banking Competition Lacking. 

Up to the present time there has been 
no competition. United States banks 
were unable under the national banking 
law to establish branch banks. Private 
banks for several reasons have not sought 
that field. 

The situation now is changed. Under 
the new banking and currency law na- 
tional banks can establish foreign 
branches, and the National City bank 
of New York already has taken advan- 
tage of the law, has established a branch 
at Buenos Aires, and will soon establish 
branches in Brazil and Chile. 

It is understood here that there is a 
possibility of some Chicago bank enter- 
ing the South American field shortly. 
According to information on file with the 
Pan-American Union, it would appear to 
be a profitable field for banking. Mor- 
gan L. Shuster made a survey of the 
field for the National City bank of New 
York, and it was on his report that Pres- 
ident Frank A. Vanderlip and the direct- 
ors of the bank acted. 


American Bank Invasion. 

It is believed by officers of the Pan 
American bureau and by students of 
South America in the department of 
commerce that the countries along the 
western coast of South America will feel 
the first impetus of the North American 
invasion, by reason of the opening of 
the Panama canal.

Secretary Daniels has informed the senate as 
follows: 

It is practicable, by the use of naval vessels 
te carry out the purpose indicated in the res 
olution, and the following vessels will be svail- 
able for the service—vis.: St. Louis, Oharies- 
ton, Milwaukee, Columbia, Minneapolis, Salem, 
Chester, Buffalo, Rainbow, Ancon, Oristobal, 
Hector, Mars, Vulean, Oyclops and Neptune (or 
two equally good), and the Nanshan. 

The St. Louis, Charleston, Milwaukee, Co- 
lumbia, and Minneapolis are fast cruisers; the 
Salem and Chester are fast scout cruisers; 
the Buffalo and Rainbow are transports; the 
Ancon and Oristobal are steamers employed 
by the Panama railroad company to be turned 
over to the navy department; and the others 
are naval colliers. 

The cruisers are suitable for carrying only 
a small number of male passengers—fifteen to 
twenty each—and could not be fitted for car- 
rying bulky freight without interfering ma- 
terlally with their military value; but they 
could carry the mails and a limited amount of 
express freight and parcels, about 150 tons 
each.

THE RETURN OF CANNON. 

[From the Minneapolis Journal.) 
The return to public life of Joseph G. Cannon 
as a candidate for nomination to congress in 
his old Illinois district is an event of national 
interest. Cannon has long been a unique person- 
ality in American politics, 
On the official side nobody represented better 
the kind of Republican conservatism that was 
called standpat.“ It was Hanna who first used 
that poker metaphor, but it was Cannog who 
seized and exalted it. On the personal side none 
of the old Republican group who left public life 
with him shared his power of appeal to people 
of every class and color of opinion. 
The feeling for him was a mingling of unquali- 
fied loyalty, involuntary affection, irresistible in- 
terest and curious wonder what diverting thing 
he would do next. The Uncle Joe” epithet typi- 
fies this feeling. 
He will doubtless be nominated in the Repub- 
ican primaries in September. But the point of 
interest will be the division of the popular vote 
in the three party primaries. Illinois is a Re- 
publican state, and if the Progressive vote has 
disappeared there, as it has in Pennsylvania, 
Cannon will return to Washington with more 
personal acclaim than Penrose can count upon. 
He was defeated by a Democrat in 1912 by 
about a thousand, because the Progressive can- 
Gidate got half as many votes as he, In the 
same election Wilson carried the etate because 
Roosevelt got ten thousand votes more than 
Taft. and Dunne was elected governor because 
the Progressive candidate got nearly as many as 
Deneen.

Weigh- 
ing this evidence, it seems probable that there | 
has been a German advance from Intersburg in 
the direction of Vilna to hold the four Russian 
corps stationed in that district from doing any 
harm or going to any other place. Possibly three 
German corps, whose stations are close to Vilna, 
are engaged in that operation. 

If the vigorous fighting of these four German 
corps, the one in Finland and the three against 
Vilna, is strong enough, eight Russian corps 
might probably be isolated and fully occupied 
with their own affairs and not able to move or 
concentrate anywhere else.

On Sunday the papers contained a report that 
160,000 Austrians had been assembled in Galicia 
and that 44,000 of these were cavalry. This means 
that the three Austrian corps stationed in Ga- 
licia, or a little lesg than 100,000 combatants, 
with nine divisions of cavalry, about 44,000, have 
gone into Russia, but just where is. left to the 
imagination. 

Six corps, three German and three Austrian, and 
from 60,000 to 70,000 cavalry are probably advan- 
cing towards Brest-Litovosk. By the time these ar- 
rive there it is difficult to see how the Russians 
can have more than three full corps and 10,000 to 
20,000 cavalry. Austrian troops have advanced 
along the eastern frontier that is just north of 
Roumania. 

It seems probable that on the French frontier at 
the present time Germany has nine corps of thé 
active army, assisted by one Austrian corps on the 
German extreme left, near the Swiss border. There 


and nine more of the second reserve also on the 
French frontier, which with all their auxiliaries 
amount to well over 1,000,000 fighting men. Ger- 
many has fourteen corps of the active army and 
the same number of corps of the first and second 
reserves for action against Russia. 

It appears that if these million Germans care to 
remain on the defensive on the French border it 
will take a pretty goodly number of attackers to 
get them out of their intrenchments, if they ever 
can do it. Providing Austria and Germany are 
directing their main attack against Russia, France 
to reap any advantage must strike quickly and hard 
a line as short, in a military way, as possible 
towards the Kiel canal.

Inspects Illinois Waterway 
in Hope of $20,000, 000

FUNDS LONG TIED UP. 


In anticipation cf being able to pry 
lose in the next legislature the $20,000,000 
authorized by the amendment to the state 
constitution for waterway development 
in Iitinois, Gov. Bdward F. Dunne and 
a party of engineers yesterday began an 
inspection trip of the Illinois and Mich- 
igan canal. 

The governor will incorporate in his 
message to the general assembly next 
winter a plan for using this $20,000,000, 
which has been ‘unavailable for several 
years owing to factional rows in the lex - 
islature, precipitated originally by the 
Deneen-Lorimer clash. 

The constitutional amendment author- 
ized the issuance of this amount in bonds. 
to be used exclusively for waterway and 
waterpower development along the state 
canal and the Desplaines river between 
Lockport and Utica. 


Legislature Controls Fund. 

The amendment delegated to the legisia- 
ture the power to prescribe just how this 
money should be expended. Because the 
Lorimer forces and the Deneen leaders 
could never agree on the general scheme 
of development, the legislature was dead- 
locked several times, and nothing has 
been done. 

Gov. Dunne now believes that the next 
legislature will not be #0 greatly dis- 
turbed by the old Republican feuds and 
that a general plan of getting the $20,- 
000,000 into circulation can be put through 
with all parties aiding, or a sufficient 
number of all parties to Insure a conseti- 
tutional majority, in both houses. 

One of the problems considered by the 
state administration leaders is the pro- 
posed use of the Illinois and Michigan 
canal for a part of the general develop- 
ment, thereby aiding the restoration of 
that ancient waterway. 


Cruise on Yacht Aeolus. 

The gowernor and his party boarded the 
yacht Aeolus at Jollet inthe morning and 
departed for at wo days’ cruise on the 
“tad pole waterway. Provisions were 
stored for a longer journey, if it should 
be decided on. They were to steam as 
far south as La Salle if the weather 
cleared.
